kb ladder (BRL) . The results of detection of mouse 
interferon receptor mRNA by RT-PCR in the samples described 
above are shown in Figure 15B. The specific human HPRT mRNA 
was also detected in the other tissues tested (brain, kidney 
and heart) derived from the 4-3 mouse. Comparable steady- 
state levels of mouse and human HPRT mRNA were detected in 
the liver of yHPRT- containing progeny. These results 
indicate that the uptake of as much as 13 megabases of yeast 
genomic DNA was not detrimental to proper development, 
germline transmission or gene - expression.
